Steel hike defended 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. (AP) — U.S. Steel 


Corp. says its top executives haven't yet come 
up with a formal response to President Ford's 
criticism of the company's latest sweeping 
price increases. 


But a spokesman for the nation's largest 


steelmaker defended the increases on the 
grounds that federal price controls limited 
profits in the early 1970s. 


Mrs. Dobie dies 


AUSTIN (AP) — Mrs. Bertha Dobie, widow 


of the famed folklorist and author J. Frank 
Dobie, died in a local hospital early today. She 
was 84.

Volcanoe is 'restless' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Mauna Loa, the 


world's largest volcano, is "restless," and 
U.S. Geological Survey scientists are 
studying the Hawaiian volcano for any hints 
of an eruption. 


The Geological Survey said these hints 


include tremors which have recently in- 
creased in frequency from about 60 a day to 
over 1,000 a day. The largest quakes came 
over the weekend and registered 4.5 and 5.0 on 
the Richter scale, according to Dr. Donald 
Peterson, head of the USGS Hawaiian 
Volcano Observatory. 


Water standards set 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Ford has 


signed a bill setting up the first U.S. safe 
drinking-water 
standards, 
and 
en- 


vironmentalists want its emergency powers 
invoked in five communities whose water 
systems may 
contain 
cancercausing 


chemicals. 


After Tuesday's bill-signing ceremony, the 


Environmental Defense Fund petitioned the 
Environmental Protection Agency to use the 
emergency powers because of the "imminent 
health hazard" posed by chemicals found in 
the drinking water of the five communities. 


The chemicals were found in the water 


supplies of New Orleans and Jefferson 
Parish, La.; Evansville, Ind.; Cincinnati, 
Ohio; and Duluth, Minn. 


"Emergency action by the EPA is clearly 


warranted and urgently needed in the com- 
munities named in our petition," said Dr. 
Robert H. Harris, an environmental group 
staff member. 


Mideast raiders skirmish 


By The Associated Press 


Israeli and Arab raiders crisscrossed the 


Lebanese border early today. The Israeli 
command said its troops blew up six houses in 
southern Lebanon and took two Arab prison- 
ers, while Arabs infiltrated a kibbutz and set 
off half a dozen grenades. 


In Lebanon the Israeli commandos crossed 


the border by helicopter at 2:30 a.m. and at- 
tacked the village of Majdel Zoun, six miles 
from the frontier. The defense ministry said 
they blew up six houses, kidnaped four 
villagers and fled before a Lebanese patrol 
arrived. 


Beirut said one child was critically injured 


in the attack. 


The Israeli command said the demolished 


houses had been used as terrorist bases. 


Greek president named 
ATHENS, Greece (AP) — Greece's new 


parliament 
today 
elected 
Michael 


Stasinopoulos, one of the countries leading le- 
gal and academic figures, to be provisional 
president of the Greek republic. 


The vote in the 300-member parliament was 


206-74, with three invalid ballots and eight 
blanks. Stasinopoulos was chosen by Premier 
Constantino Caramanlis, whose New De- 
mocracy party holds 220 seats.

This in- 
cident took place at Corsicana High School 
Dec. 12. 


CHS Principal 
Mark Culwell was 


unaware that the incident you refer to had 
taken place until he investigated and 
learned the circumstances under which 
the clothes of students in a girls' physical 
education class were searched with their 
consent. 


Culwell said a small diamond ring a 


student had left on the PE teacher's desk 
disappeared, and was reported to Asst. 
Principal Louis Hicks. Hicks visited the 
class, informed the girls a ring was 
missing, and asked that the girls, as they 
changed from their gym clothes back into 
their street clothes, permit the gym 
clothes to be searched, including socks and 
shoes. 
I 


This was handled discreetly by women | 


PE teachers, who asked girls to "shake" 
their undergarments without removing 
them, as they changed clothes. Culwell 
said PE teachers informed him only one 
girl objected when the class was advised 
no one's clothing would be examined if any 
student objected, but the girl voluntarily 
submitted along with all others. 


Culwell said there isn't any written 


policy that he can find covering this sort of 
thing, and to his knowledge this marked 
the first such request to a group of 
students. 


"We have never forcibly pressured 


anyone to submit to a search, but if an 
incident justifies it, we will ask students to 
submit voluntarily to a discreet search. A 
student who doesn't voluntarily submit to 
a request won't be forced," Culwell said. 
The missing ring was not found.

"I think you 
(Lindsey) should discuss things 
like this with the board before 
the meetings rather than have 
us read about them 
after 


they've happened." 


Board 
chairman 
Maco 


Stewart agreed. "You ought to 
discuss it with the board before 
you discuss it with the paper," 
he told Lindsey. 


THE 
DISCUSSION came 


after Lindsey had given his 
report on the ABE meeting, in 
which a cooperative program 
was proposed with the Cor- 
sicana 
Public 
Library 
to 


establish an adult learning 
resource center. 


At the ABE meeting the 


status of the Corsicana school 
district as fiscal agent for a 
four-county area — Navarro, 
Freestone, 
Limestone, 
and 


Ellis, 
was 
discussed, 
and 


Corsicana was reaffirmed as 
agent. 


At the Friday meeting Joe 


Reichert of Austin, chief con- 
sultant of Adult arid Continuing 
Education, TEA, has said "if 
you can co-mingle the funds and 
make it go farther by coor- 
dinating programs, that is 
good." Mrs. Bunch said she felt 
that before funds could be "co- 
mingled," the school board 
should be consulted. Lindsey 
agreed, and said the board 


would be consulted. 


In the three-hour meeting, the 


board 
went 
into 
executive 


session twice, once to rule on a 
disciplinary action and once to 
consider pending litigation. No 
action was taken as to the 
litigation. 


On the disciplinary action, the 


board voted to uphold the

"We ought to 
schedule it for right before the 
filing date and the board 
elections." 


It was agreed to have the 


workshop on Monday, March 3, 
since final filing date is March 
5. The workshop will be open to 
the public; the location will be 
determined later. 


Lindsey also announced that 


Corsicana High School athletic 
director Bill Froman's contract 
would be up for renewal in 
April, and asked the board when 
the discussion should be. 


"WHY NOT IN January?" 


Burkhart asked. "That's when 
the whole athletic program will 
be brought before the board. We 
might as well consider it then." 


Board members agreed, 
the motion passed.

Though voicing their own 


opposition to it, Corsicana city 
commissioners 
passed 
the 


hotel-motel 
occupancy 
tax 


Tuesday night, which will see 
anyone who rents a room on a 
less than 30-day basis pay a 3 
per cent tax, funds from which 
will be used to promote Cor- 
sicana. 


Despite similar objections to 


the contract between the city 
and the Chamber of Commerce 
for the implementation of the 
tax and spending of the funds, 
the commission also agreed to 
hire the Chamber as the city's 
chief publicist. 


Commissioner H.R. Stroube, 


Jr., who said "I think you're 
taking advantage of travelers," 
noted that despite his own 
reservations, "if they're (the 
hotel-motel establishment) for 
it," he would vote for it. 


STROUBE ALSO said "I've 


traveled enough to know that if 
people find out they're being 


taxed extra, they'll travel on 
down the road without much 
trouble." 


Commissioner Bob Scott, who 


with Stroube and Mayor Mrs. 
Sue Youngblood formed a bare 
quorum of commissioners, said 
he feared "we might be running 
people away." But, he, too, said 
he would vote for the ordinance 
since the hotel-motel operators 
favored the ordinance. 


August Wendorf, who ap- 


peared against the bill at its 
first reading Nov. 3, told the 
commission that with today's 
economic situation as critical as 
it is, people will be "hesitant to 
go into their pockets." 


Furthermore, he noted that 


small conventions, the only ones 
Corsicana has the facilities to 
handle, will be even more 
conscious of extra costs than 
larger conventions. 


WENDORF ENDED with an 


impassioned plea not to "tax 
these people who want to come 
to Corsicana ... Let's not run 
people away. Let's nut out a 


welcoming mat..." 


He also noted that when his 
Shoppers get 


free parking 


Corsicana shoppers will be 


parking free at least until 
Jan. 8 as the result action 
taken Tuesday night by the 
Corsicana City Commission. 


Acting at the request of 


Mayor Mrs. Sue Youngblood, 
who cited a recent Sun 
Action Line, the commission 
voted unanimously to allow 
Christmas shoppers free 
parking by covering the 
downtown parking meters. 


The commissioners, at the 


suggestion of H.R. Stroube 
Jr., also voted to have the 
R e t a i l 
M e r c h a n t s 


Association conduct a survey 
of its members concerning 
the possibility of removing 
the parking meters per- 
manently. 


father returned to Corsicana he 
said he was returning to "God's 
country of green grass and 
trees. Let's keep them coming 
back ...

Mayor 
Youngblood 
told 


Wendorf that the ordinance was 
designed to "advertise what 
we've got here," adding "We 
don't have the money," and 
"the chamber doesn't (have the 
money)" to do this advertising. 


Paul Johnson of 617 S. 18th 


told 
the 
commissioner 
he 


thought the bill would do "more 
harm 
than 
good" 
since 


prospects for new industries 
would resent paying the tax for 
three or four days while in- 
specting the town. 


Raymond Hampel, president 


of the Chamber of Commerce, 
answered Johnson and Wendorf 
by saying "The biggest holler 
right now is 'Why don't y'all do 
something?'" He remarked that 
everytime the Chamber gets 
ready to do something it has to 
"knock on the businessmen's 


door to get the money to do it." 


ADDING THAT he did not 


think anyone would turn around 
and walk out of a motel upon 
discovering he was to pay a 3 
per cent tax, Hampel again 
noted the ordinance will "give 
Corsicana a chance to do things 
without knocking on their (the 
businessmen's) doors." 


Carl Norvell, manager of the 


Holiday Inn, again spoke in 
favor of passage of the bill. He 
noted that the Chamber had 
recently put together an at- 
tractive brochure on Corsicana, 
"but the Chamber can't afford 
to send these to the proper 
places." 


He also noted that the or- 


dinance will put "$20,000 in a 
little, special fund that will 
promote the city a long way." 


After passage of the or- 


dinance, the proposed contract 
by which the city turns over the 
proceeds from this tax to the 


Chamber which then uses it tor 
promotional 
purposes 
also 


came 
under 
some 
sharp 


criticism before gaining ap- 
proval. 


Stroube, who noted that the 


contract provided for an un- 
determined amount of the tax 
money to be used for "ad- 
ministrative purposes" by the 
Chamber, said "I wouldn't want 
to sign a contract unless I knew 
what it (this amount) was going 
to be." 


Chamber 
executive 
vice 


president Rex Carpenter said 
there was no way to estimate 
this cost for the first year since 
he did not know how much 
additional help would be needed 
for special projects such as 
mass mailing programs. But, 
Hampel said he sees "no charge 
for administration at least this 
first year."

cineration of toxic wastes at 
sea by Shell Chemical Co. ap- 
peared ready to get the go 
ahead today after critics of the 
process were told of test results

the latest burn 
this 


month. 


Representatives from Texas, 


Louisiana, Alabama and Flori- 
da met with officials of the En- 
vironmental protection Agency 
Tuesday in Dallas to review re- 
sults of the second burn of 
wastes aboard the incinerator 
ship Vulcanus in the Gulf of 
Mexico. 


The data showed no adverse 


effects on the environment and 
confirmed results of less exten- 
sive monitoring of an earlier 
research burn Oct. 20-28, an 
EPA spokesman said. 


The spokesman said EPA ad- 


ministrator Russell Train will 
decide shortly on issuing a per- 
mit for incineration of the re- 
maining 8,400 metric tons of 
chlorinated hydrocarbon wastes 
from the Shell plant in Deer 
Park, Tex.

that any survive. 


Turkey raisers say the young 


ones will stand put in the rain, 
looking up at the sky with their 
mouths open as if amazed at 
this weather phenomenon and

drown. 


They do have one survival in- 


stinct proving that you can 
breed a certain amount of in- 
telligence into creatures over 
many centuries. 


This is at night. If left alone, 


they will head for the nearest 
tree and fly up there. This is so 
coyotes and bobcats and such 
can't catch them while they 
take a nap. 


The hen lays great big 


speckled eggs twice as big as a 
chicken 
hen's. 
She 
just 


scratches some dry leaves to- 
gether for a nest to hatch them. 


And she is smart enough to 


hide her nest from the torn, 
which is the general name of 
her mate. He tries to smash the 
eggs, Don't know why. He prob- 
ably doesn't know, either. 


This hiding of the nest was 


terribly aggravating to farmers 
who tried to raise turkeys from 


scratch. The farmer wanted to 
protect the young ones but it 
was tough finding where the 
hen had hidden. 


They don't grow turkeys that 


way now. They are bought as 
babies from a hatchery and of- 
ten are raised by the thousands 
in feed lots similar to cattle 
feed lots. 


Today's birds aren't the same 


ones which once ranged wild as 
far north as Maine and Ontario. 
Selective 
breeding 
has put 


more meat on their bones and 
shortened their legs. They can't 
outrun coyotes any more. Some 


weigh as much as 36 pounds. 


The turkey is a native of the 


Americas. Spanish explorers 
carried some back in 1519 and 
they reached England in 1524. 


There have been some state- 


ments that they were called 
turkeys because they reached 
Turkey and spread from there.
